Dick Foran’s Melodious Voice Again Heard In

There is much dynamic action and thrilling episodes in 
the new Warner Bros. western musical melodrama, ‘‘Treach- 
ery Rides the Range,’’ which was shown for the first time. at 


Theatre yesterday. 


It is the third, and the most exciting, of Warner Bros. 
new series of dramas of the Old West, in all of which Dick 
Foran, the flaming-haired, hard-riding and melodious sing- 


ing cowboy has been starred. 

This is a story of the last cen- 
tury when Indians took to the 
warpath, but it gives a new slant 
on Indian warfares, following a 
more truly historical account of 
the causes of these uprisings.

Few native-born Americans know as much about the 
United States Constitution as do the average newly natural- 
ized citizens. It takes a stranger, frequently, to perceive vir- 
tues and places and things to which the home resident has 


become callously accustomed. 


These aphorisms are illustrated anew by the case of Dick

“As I grew up, when other kids 
were pestering their parents to 
take them on vacation trips into 
the Adirondacks or to Atlantic 
City, I always insisted on spend- 
ing my summers in the real West. 

“Real ranches — not the dude 
type—were the kind that I vis- 
ited year after year, and on 
which, as I grew older, I worked 
as a practical cowpuncher. Ari- 
zona, Montana, the cattle coun- 
try to Texas and New Mexico— 
these open space places became 
more familiar to me than were 
my native pavements of the 
Kast.”

By a White Girl 


How far behind the modern 
Indian has left his primitive her- 
itage was strikingly illustrated 
by a sight which intrigued the 
interest of onlookers on location 
where scenes were being filmed 
for “Treachery Rides the Range,” 
the Warner Bros. Western now 
showing at the

The sight was that of a little 
white girl, Paula Stone, showing 
a big Indian brave the correct 
way to shoot a bow and arrow. 
The big Indian -brave was Jim 
Thorpe, noted athlete, who plays 
the role of a chief in the film. 
The effect of the strange tableau 
was heightened by the fact that 
Jim was attired in the full re- 
galia of his tribe. 

Archery, once the sole reliance 
of Indians for warfare and hunt- 
ing, is today, it seems, merely a 
sport engaged in mainly by 
whites, and is particularly fash- 
ionable for girls, most schools for 
girls having it as a major activ- 
ity on their sports curriculum. So, 
as a part of her schooling, young 
Miss Stone, who has the leading 
feminine role, became an accom- 
plished wielder of bow and arrow. 

Jim Thorpe, a Sae and Fox In- 
dian, was born, it seems, long 
after the Indians had discarded 
bow and arrow in favor of the 
much more effective rifle for both 
warfare and hunting. He had 
grown up to become famous at 
the strenuous sports of white 
men, but in all the years he had 
never even held a bow and ar- 
row in his hands. 


Jim Thorpe Speaks Only

This cover was only about a 
mile from the Indian camp where 
the picture was being made. His 
shots could be heard. When Di- 
rector Frank MeDonald wanted 
Foran for a scene, he fired a 
pistol three times, and Dick gal- 
loped back on his horse Smoke, 
followed by his dog, Mugg.

Manhattan, are just about as numerous as 
Dodo birds. The average New Yorker considers a rope just 
a potential pulley line for flat dwellers’ family wash. 

Thus, it would seem, that a child cradled in the utterly 
horseless environs of Forty-second Street would have few 
or no possibilities as a featured player in screen ‘‘horse 
operas.’’ Yet the exception proves the rule and Paula Stone, 


who has never been off the con- 
crete, demonstrated in Hollywood 
her ability to rope and ride with 
the best of them. 

And here’s the answer: 

Paula is one of the _ three 
daughters of Fred stone, famous 
Broadway dancing -star. Fred 
Stone was a long-time pal of the 
late Will Rogers, cowboy come- 
dian from Oklahoma.
